utes the nest was burning a general
fire alarm was turned in thousands
of people rushed to the scene when
the blaze at the very top of the stee

was observed and many fell on
their knees and prayed that the fine
church which was struck by light-
ning and burned several years ago
might be saved And all this on ac ¬

count of a little birds nest high up
in the air at the foot of the cross

The little blaze was first seen by
F W Kingsberry who lives across
the street from the church It was
